Board 
of 
Education will ask city voters to ap­ 
prove a 2.5-mill operating levy in the 
November general election. 
Despite the possible revenue (ap­ 
proximately 
$125,000) 
from 
the 
proposed millage, the board will still 
face a $78,000 deficit. 
According to the budget draft sub­ 
mitted by Superintendent Edwin M 
Nestor, the school system would face a 
deficit of more than $160,000 without the 
revenue from the proposed millage. 
Board 
members 
expressed 
deep 
concern over approaching Washington 
C.H. voters for an operating increase, 
especially in light of the recent reap­ 
praisal. 
House Bill No. 920, which gives 
taxpayers in reappraised counties a tax 
credit on outside millage, has greatly 
reduced the amount of money each 
present mill might have produced. 
The overall result is that the school 
system will obtain increased revenue 
only on the 4.7 inside mills, the millage 


which is imposed and not voted upon. 
The remaining millage (18 mills) will 
bring the same dollar amount next year 
that it brought this year. Taxpayers 
will pay the same about by receiving a 
tax credit for any tax in excess of last 
year’s total. 
House Bill No. 920 eliminates the 
greatest portion of the sizeable tax 
increases anticipated from the reap­ 
praisal, but board members fear that 
publicity about these anticipated in­ 
creases will be difficult to overcome. 
The school system will receive only 
$50,000 more property tax money if it 
has no increase in millage. This is not 
sufficient to offset rising costs and a 
small carryover at the end of 1976, 
Nestor said during Monday night’s 
regular meeting. 
Money from the state for support of 
schools has gradually declined during 
the administration of Ohio Gov. James 
A Rhodes In 1975, the system received 
$1,043,428 from the state. A total of only 
$1,005,000 is projected for 1977, despite 
increasing 
costs.

penditures in 1975 totaled $2,084,234, 
The 1977 estimate is $2,401,228. 
As a result, the local taxpayers are 
being forced to bear an increasing 
percentage of the school tax burden. 
Although the city school board had 
scheduled a 
tax 
increase for 
the 
general election ballot in 1974, unex­ 
pected revenue was received during 
the summer 
months and the 
tax 
request was dropped 
No operating 
levy for schools has been requested 
since 1969, Nestor pointed out. 
He added that the present bond 
retirement millage is being reduced by 
2.5 mills. This will leave city taxpayers 
with exactly the same millage they had 
last year for the total school operation 
even if the new operating millage is 
passed. Nestor concluded. 
The 1977 budget represents a 9.6 per 
cent increase over actual 1976 spen 
ding. Instructional costs (salaries of 
teachers 
and 
administrators) 
is 
scheduled to increase by 8.4 per cent. 
Nestor noted that Washington C.H. 
teachers start at a salary of $8,000 
State law requires that the initial 
salary be at least $7,900 
Board members discussed the in­ 
crease 
in 
instructional 
costs, 
and 
Nestor said that increases in Blue 
Cross coverage were significant. He 
added that state law now required the

A proposal submitted by a 
Washington C.H. man to use 
Archibald M. W illard’s painting 
of the ‘‘Spirit of the U.S. M ail” as 
the subject for a postage stamp 
has been tabled for at least two 
years. 
The U.S. Postal Service, in a 
letter to Congressman William H. 
Harsha, 
said 
it 
will 
not 
be 
possible to include any additional 
commemorative stamps for two 
years. 
B E. Kelley, curator of the 
Fayette County 
Museum, has 
been working for two years in an 
attempt to use the ‘‘Spirit of the 
M ail” 
painting 
as 
a 
com­ 
memorative stamp by the U.S. 
Postal Service. 
Kelley, who was instrumental 
in authenticating the three large 
murals on the second floor of the 
Fayette County Courthouse as 
having been painted by Willard, 
had requested Harsha to submit 
the suggestion to the U.S. Postal 
Service. 
‘‘It would not be possible to 
include 
any 
additional 
com­ 
memorative stamps this year, 
beyond those which have already 
been announced,” said William 
T. Johnstone, of the U.S. Postal 
Service’s government relations 
department, in a letter to Harsha. 


“ In fact, the 1977 program has 
been completed and the Citizens 
Stamp Advisory Committee is 
beginning 
work 
on 
the 
1978 
stamps. We will, however, be 
pleased to bring Mr. Kelley’s 
suggestion to their attention for 
consideration as future programs

However, his partial 
name was found on an envolope 
being held by the “ Spirit, of the 
U.S. Mail.” 


The murals were authenticated 
in 1956.

De mo pla tform pus he s jobs 


N EW YORK (A P ) — A platform 
pledging “ an orderly beginning" to 
federal programs of national health 
insurance and guaranteed minimum 
incomes is expected to receive quick 
approval tonight at the Democratic 
National Convention. 
The 
platform 
also 
supports 
legislation 
to 
reduce 
adult 
unem­ 
ployment to 3 per cent in four years. 
“The goal of the new Democratic 
administration will be to turn unem­ 
ployment checks into pay checks,” the 
platform document says. 
The delegates are likely to approve 
only one amendment to the draft ap­ 
proved by the party’s platform com­ 
mittee in Washington in May. The 
amendment 
proposes 
easing 
re­ 
strictions of the Hatch Act, which bars 
political activity by federal workers. 
The final platform is expected to 
propose that federal workers “ will 
have the same political rights enjoyed 
by other Americans as a birthright, 
while still protecting the civil service 
from political abuse.” 
The party has allowed two hours for 
discussion and approval of the platform 
— an indication of how swiftly party 
leaders expect the document to be 
approved. The platform is considered a 
compromise document that balances 
the sometimes competing interests of 
different factions in the party. 
Jim m y Carter has said his sup­ 
porters made a “ major input into the 
exact wording” of the platform, but 
other major elements of the party also 
seem generally pleased. 
“ We have been successful in almost 
every item in the platform,” said Dan 
Dozier of the United Auto Workers, 
head of the platform committee of the 
Labor Coalition, which represents 418 
labor delegates at the convention. 
The platform also is pleasing to some 
for what it doesn’t say. 
It does not mention gay rights or 
capital punishment and makes only a 
brief reference to abortion, saying the 
party 
would 
disapprove 
a 
con­ 
stitutional amendment to ban abor­ 
tions. 
Under 
convention 
rules. 
the 
delegates will be allowed only to vote 
approval or rejection of the entire 
platform and will not have the op­ 
portunity to vote on individual sections. 
Only the Hatch Act proposal, which 
was forwarded as a minority report 
from the platform meetings in May, 
can be considered separately. 
The platform supports mandatory 
busing to achieve racial integration in 
schools as “ a judicial tool of last 


resort” but says other programs to 
achieve integration should be tried 
first. 
For most Democrats, particularly 
leaders of organized labor, the plat­ 
form’s major provision is the pledge to 
reduce adult unemployment to 3 per 
cent within four years. 
Some 
economists, 
including 
Democratic economists, argue that a 
blind 
pledge 
to 
drastically 
trim 
unemployment at all costs could bring 
on new inflationary forces. 
At the insistence of the Carter forces, 
the platform qualifies the full em­ 
ployment 
pledge 
by 
saying 
a 
Democratic 
administration 
would 
make “ every responsible effort” to 
carry it out. This would give a Demo­ 
cratic president some flexibility in 
pursuing jobs policies. 
However, Carter has said that a 
combination of full employment, low

inflation and a balanced budget all will 
be possible by 1980 as the economy 
returns to full strength. 


The 
platform 
also commits 
the 
Democratic 
party 
to 
support 
a 
federally 
financed 
comprehensive 
national health insurance program, a 
plan for minimum income guarantees 
for poor and elderly Americans and tax 
reform that party officials say would 
save $5 billion in the first year alone. 


The platform makes no estimate of 
the cost of the programs. 
But it 
cautions 
that 
obviously 
costly 
programs such as national health in­ 
surance cannot be afforded all at once. 


The program detailed in the areas of 
human needs cannot be accomplished 
immediately, but an orderly beginning 
can be made and the effort expanded as 
additional resources become available, 
the platform says.

Carter intimates indicated he would 
make his choice today although it 
probably won’t be announced until

“ We must restore our belief in 
ourselves,” Miss Jordan said. “ We 
must address and master the future 
together. 
“ It can be done if we restore the 
belief that we share a common national 
endeavor, if we restore our sense of 
national community,” she told the 
cheering conventioneers. 
"We are a people in search of a 
national community,” she said. Such a 
search is an attempt “ to fulfill our 
national purpose, to create and sustain 
a society in which all of us are equal.” 
Miss Jordan, who had been men­ 
tioned in early speculation over a 
Carter running mate but had not made 
the list of finalists, received a standing 
ovation before and after she spoke and 


upstaged Sen. John Glenn, the other 
opening night keynoter who is still on 
Carter’s lists of prospects. 
Glenn had first crack at the audience 
in a speech declaring that “ this is the 
time 
to 
erase 
divisiveness 
and 
despair...to build a nation of justice, a 
nation of equality, a nation of op­ 
portunity in which we can be proud 
patriots.” 
But the delegates, who have lacked 
the stimulus of a nominating contest, 
milled about the convention floor and 
chatted among themselves throughout 
the Glenn speech.

cial about this opening night,” she said. 
"I am a keynote speaker.” 
Since the 
first 
Democratic 
con­ 
vention in 1832, she said, “ it would have 
been most unusual for any national 
political party to have asked a Barbara 
Jordan to make a keynote address most 
unusual.” 
“ The past notwithstanding, a B ar­ 
bara Jordan is before you tonight,” she 
said 
“ This is one additional bit of 
evidence that the American dream 
need not forever be deferred.” 
After Glenn had delivered his speech, 
Gov. Patrick J. Lucey of Wisconsin 
observed that it could be crucial in 
Glenn’s chances for the vice presiden­ 
tial role. 
“ I think that making a keynote 
speech is a very high risk proposition,” 
Lucey said. 
There also were echoes of Carter’s 
campaign in Glenn’s speech as he 
spoke of compassion, of public con­ 
fidence and of government grown so 
big and complex it leaves its citizens 
cowed and powerless. 
The 
cure, 
Glenn 
said, 
“ lies 
in 
renewed partnership between citizens 
and their government.” But he said it 
would take new leaders with vision, “ a 
Democratic president and the next 
Democratic administration ...” 
Carter finished a series of personal 
interviews with the potential running 
m ates Monday and said he would sort 
all the information and impressions he 
had gathered and make his choice. 
“ I don’t know how to describe the 
procedure,” he said, “ except as a 
thought process. 
“ It’s undoubtedly the most important 
decision that I will make this year,” 
Carter said, “ perhaps one of the most 
important in my whole life.” 
Carter said he had discussed with 
each of the seven finalists “ the fact that 
they might very well be my successor

Man held in slaying of 7 persons

FULLERTO N, Calif. (AP) - The 
picture of a quiet, cleancut loner 
troubled over breaking up with a wife a 
bit younger than himself has emerged 
as authorities try to pinpoint the motive 
for a shooting spree that left seven 
persons dead and two wounded. 
Edward Charles Allaway, 37, turned 
himself over to authorities shortly after 
he allegedly shot down nine persons 
Monday morning at the California 
State University at Fullerton library. 
The shooting spree left bodies strewn 
throughout the basement of the library 
building. One policeman said later, “ It 
was just too damn gruesome. It looked 
like Vietnam.” 
Authorities said Allaway, a custodian 
at the school, failed to report for his 
regular 6 a.m . shift but turned up about 
three hours later, allegedly carrying a 
rifle. 
“ I’m gonna get you SOBs for messing 
around with my wife,” Allaway pur­ 
portedly shouted. Seconds later, he 
allegedly opened fire. Within five min­ 


utes, the nine victims were cut down. 
Those killed were identified as Paul 
Herzberg, 41, of Pomona, an employe 
in the library’s instructional media 
center; Donald Karges, 41, of Santa Fe 
Springs, a custodian; Bruce Jacobson, 
32, of Pomona, an media center em ­ 
ploye; Deborah Paulsen, 25, of Ana­ 
heim, a custodian; Stephen Becker, 32, 
a library assistant; Seth Fessenden, 72, 
of Fullerton, a professor emeritus of 
speech communication; 
and 
Frank 
Teplansky, 51, of Anaheim, an media 
center graphic artist. 
Listed in serious condition at St. 
Ju d e’s 
Hospital, 
Fullerton, 
were 
Maynard 
Hoffman, 
64, 
Fullerton, 
supervisor of custodial services; and 
Donald Keran, 55, Fullerton, a library 
employe. 
“ He was a quiet type,” said Amol 
Navarro, a chief custodian who said he 
had known Allaway since he was hired 
18 months ago. “ Whenever he went on a 
break, he would go alone. And he never 
seemed to eat lunch with anyone. He al­ 


ways seemed to want to be alone.” 
Navarro 
said 
Allaway 
“ never 
cussed, had a good attendance record 
at work and was cleancut.” 
Navarro 
added, 
however, 
that 
Allaway had been troubled for the past 
few weeks over the separation from his 
wife, Bonnie, 22. 
Bonnie Allaway is employed at the 
Hilton Inn in Fullerton. After the 
shooting, her husband drove there from 
the cam pus and spoke with her before 
telephoning police to turn himself in. 
“ I think they’d been married two or 
three years,” said Mary Ferguson, 
Mrs. Allaway's supervisor at the motel, 
“ and Bonnie had recently filed for di­ 
vorce.”

— and by sheer luck — an appointment 
with death, Mrs. Harris revealed. 
The 29-year-old Mrs. H arris’ opening 
statement, delivered in the role of 
cocounsel, set the stage for prosecution 
testimony to begin today against her 
and her husband, William, charged 
with 
Miss Hearst 
with 
kidnaping, 
assault and robbery. 
The 22-year-old newspaper heiress 
will be tried separately after sen­ 
tencing on her San Francisco bank 
robbery conviction. 
Miss H earst’s name arose frequently 
in Mrs. H arris’ first account of their 
fugitive days. 
Recalling the events of May 16, 1974, 
Mrs. Harris said, “ A freak chance 
happening” saved Miss Hearst’s life. 
But for a twist of fate, the newspaper 
heiress also would have been killed in 
the fiery shootout on May 17, 1974, in 
which six Symbionese Liberation Army 
members were slain. 
“ Bill and I were going shopping,” she 
said. Patricia “ Mizmoon” Soltysik, an 
SLA soldier, planned to accompany 
them. 
“ But at the last minute, she stayed 


home and Patricia Hearst stated a 
desire to come with us. That chance 
decision cost Mizmoon her life and 
saved Patricia Hearst from death.” 
Miss Soltysik died on her 26th bir­ 
thday in a battle with police which left 
only charred remains of her body and 
those of five other SLA soldiers at the 
hideout Miss Hearst had left the day 
before. 
Mrs. Harris, defending her husband 
and herself, said while on the shopping 
trip. Miss Hearst fired two machine 
guns without orders from them. 
“ These events at Mel’s were totally 
unexpected,” she said, “ and Patricia 
H earst’s resulting actions in firing of 
the automatic weapon were spon­ 
taneous....” 
The charges against the Harrises and 
Miss Hearst stem from incidents after 
the sporting goods store shooting. 
Miss Hearst has said she fired the 
guns as “ a reflex action” drilled into 
her by the Harrises. Miss Hearst, 
kidnaped by the SLA on Feb. 4, 1974, 
portrayed the Harrises as captors, not 
comrades. But Mrs. Harris depicted 
the heiress as a convert to the SLA. 
“ Patricia Hearst was simply a young 
woman going through a process of 
change, learning about herself...and 
she had made the decision to go 
through this process in the company of 
people 
who considered 
themselves 
revolutionaries,” she said. 
President to join 
baseball watchers 


WASHINGTON (AP) - President 
Ford will join the “ Bird” watchers at 
baseball ’s All-Star gam e tonight to cap 
a series of appearances that may be de­ 
signed to steal some of the nation’s 
attention from the Democratic con­ 
vention.

After the White House announced 
that Ford would speak Monday night at 
a convention here, reporters asked if 
the President was rearranging his 
schedule to make an appearance every 
night the Democrats were meeting. 
Spokesman Ron Nessen said it would 
be wrong to suggest that Ford is setting 
his schedule “ in some way to counter or 
top the Democratic convention.” 
The highlight of tonight’s Democratic 
convention session is expected to be the 


rubberstamping of a noncontroversial 
party platform. Two networks will 
provide gavel-to-gavel coverage, while 
ABC-TV telecasts the All-Star game.

U.S. backs Israeli 
commando action 
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UNITED NATIONS, N Y. (AP) — 
The United States defended Israel’s 
rescue of 
hijacked

Uganda and called on the Security 
Council to rally the members of the 
United Nations against hijacking and 
international terrorism. 
Am bassador William W. Scranton 
reminded the 15-nation council Monday 
night that the Israeli raid on Uganda’s 
Entebbe airport on July 4 never would 
have taken place if Palestinian and

German 
terrorists 
had 
not 
hijacked an Air France jetliner and 
taken it to Uganda’s Entebbe airport 
with some 250 hostages. 
Accusing Uganda of cooperating with 
the sky pirates in violation of its own. 
treaty obligations, Scranton said Israel 
“ invoked one of the most remarkable 
rescue missions in history, a com­ 
bination of guts and brains that has 
seldom if ever been surpassed. 
“ It electrified millions everywhere, 
and I confess I was one of them.”

Mauritius, 
where

brought originally as contract laborers 
in the sugar fields. There are whites, 
blacks, coloreds, Christians, Muslims, 
animists, nomads, urbanites, radicals 
and 
conservatives 
scattered 
throughout the continent. Normally the 
meetings of the OAU are a 
bit 
disorganized, but this one was virtually 
indescribable. It was like a Marx 
Brothers movie. 
On second thought, that is unfair to 
the Marx Brothers who were in­ 
tentionally funny. A better analogy 
would be a unity meeting of left-wing 
sects where the humor is unintentional 
- for example, I attended a Socialist 
meeting in the late 1930s scheduled to 
last three days, but a Trotskyist faction 
planned a walk-out after one day and 
solemnly 
demanded 
a 
special 
registration fee, one-third of the going 
rate! Listening to various short-wave 
accounts of the OAU love-fest left me 
exhausted. Let me try to set out events 
in some sequence of order. 
First, the Moroccans, Mauritanians, 
and Algerians are having a private 
flight over the former Spanish Sahara, 
which happens to have some of the 
world’s richest phosphate mines. The 
Spaniards genially turned it over to 
Morocco and Mauritania and shoved 
off; the Algerians, who have a short 
border with the area, 
set 
up 
a 
Liberation Front Polisario, and since 
then there have been wars and rumors 
of wars. The OAU refused to accredit a 
Polisario delegation, but it sneaked in 
under Algrian 
diplomatic cover. 
Morocco walked out, and Mauritania 
hung around, making noises, just to 
keep a watching brief. 
Second, everybody rose and by ac­ 
clamation denounced the white settler 
regimes. They hardly finished that 
therapeutic exercise in unity when 
Ugandan President Idi Amin, a bit 
startled by events at Entebbe, let fly 
with a ferocious blast at Israel and 
Kenya, alleged co-conspirator. The 
Kenyan vice president, Daniel Moi, 
then broke me up: In essence, he said 
that the Kenyans loved their Ugandan 
neighbors and it was simply slanderous 
to accuse Nairboi of complicity with the 
wicked Israelis. After this dead-pin 
exercise 
in 
spectacular 
lying, 
everybody 
voted 
against 
Israeli 
agression, and said the United Nations 
should do something. 
The best, however, was yet to come. 
President Gaafara 1-Nimeiry of Sudan 
came on like gangbusters accusing 
Libya of sponsoring an abortive coup 
against him. He asked OAU support in 
controlling 
that 
madman, 
Col.. 
Muammer el-Qaddafi. The last itetn on 
the BBC news that night was a bland 
statement that Sudanese and Libyan 
troops had arrived in Beirut as part of 
the Arab League peacekeeping force 
and, as they emerged from their plane, 
started shooting each other! Anybody 
for the tall ships? Or, let’s go see the 
Queen.

Rhodes eyeing another term?

COLUMBUS, Ohio (A P>- Three- 
term Gov. Jam es A Rhodes has con­ 
vinced his close associates he still is 
undecided whether he will run for an 
unprecedented fourth, four-year term 
in 1978. 
"I think he will if his health holds 
out,” says a former aide who promptly 
added that the 66-year-old governor 
seems “in excellent shape.” Rhodes 
takes better care of himself now than 
he did in former years, but the old drive 
is still there, the former aide said. 
Rhodes, who has devoted most of his 
energy this term to seeking new and 
expanded industry for Ohio, declines to 
talk to newsmen about his future. He’s 
busy “selling Ohio," he frequently 
says. 
Confronted with questions about his 
plans recently, he said he didn’t know if 
he would run again. “ I’m just trying to 
make it through today,” ’ he said, with 
the familiar smile that usually in­ 
dicates he isn’t telling everything. 
The 
Republican 
governor, 
more 
seriously, concedes he is frustrated this 
term 
by 
having 
to deal 
with 
a 
Democratic legislature. Republicans 
ran both houses during his first two 
terms in the ’60s except 1965-1966 when 
there was a 16-16 political deadlock in 
the Senate. 
The 
Democratic 
majorities 
are 
expected to hold in this year’s elec­ 


tions, and probably again in 1978 unless 
Rhodes is successful in a federal court 
effort to invalidate current legislative 
districts that favor Democrats. 
Rhodes, and other Republicans who 
now dominate the state Apportionment 
Board 3-2, claim Democrats violated 
the Ohio Constitution in 1971 when they 
controlled the board and gerryman­ 
dered districts to their advantage in a 
districting plan that otherwise figures 
to stand until after the next federal 
census in 1980. 
If the governor’s Cleveland federal 
court case is sucessful, he would be in 
charge of a new reapportionment effort 
that probably could get the legislature 
back for his party. Some observers say 
the court case will have a major 
bearing on his ultimate re-election 
decision. 
Rhodes is highly critical of the 
Democratic legislative majorities, and 
often refers to them as “big spenders” 
who enact costly programs Ohio can’t 
afford. They in turn charge him with 
not providing leadership, especially 
since voters rejected overwhelming his 
highly publicized program in 1975 to 
make Ohio “depression proof.” 
Rhodes, next January 13, will have 
held the governor’s office longer than 
anyone in history. At that time, he will 
enter his 11th year, and will have sur­ 
passed former Democratic Gov, Frank 
J. Lausche’s five twoyear terms. He 
has made some concessions to age, but 
not many.

During his trial, Gearhart 
testified he was in Angola only a few 
days when captured and that he never 
fired his weapon. 
“ It wasn’t three or four days. 
Gearhart went over with me and we 
were there for several weeks before he

Bulkin, 39, who advertised nationally 
for mercenaries to fight in Angola 
before, he said, he decided to go over 
himself. 
Bufkin said in an interview Monday 
he didn’t discuss Gearhart’s par­ 
ticipation before “ because his defense 
was he hadn’t fired a shot,” and Bufkin 
said he didn’t want to compromise that 
position.

1976 Olympic peace hopes 
rest on Krumm’s shoulders 


MONTREAL (AP) — Peace hopes in the great 
Olympics dispute rested today on the shoulders of 
Philip O. Krumm, president of the U S. Olympic 
Committee and a man with a reputation for patching 
up other people’s quarrels. 
Krumm and his committee took oyer the role of 
mediators and became the central figures in the 
drama of the Taiwanese athletes who are shut out of 
Canada for political reasons. 
The Americans were talking with the Canadian 
External Affairs Ministry in Ottawa and 
the 
Taiwanese officials in the Olympic Village in Mon­ 
treal. 
Olympic sources gave them a slim chance of suc­ 
cess. But it was a last gasp effort to get the Taiwanese 
into the Games, opening Saturday, and to restore the 


battered image of the Olympic charter. 
“We are working like the dickens to get both sides in 
this dispute to concede a little,” Krumm said. 
“The future of the Games depend on our success 
Instead of friendly athletic competition between 
athletes, the Olympics have become a political contest 
between countries.” 
The International Olympic Committee (IOC) 
recognizes the national Olympic committee of Taiwan 
under the name of the Republic of China — a name 
which offends the Communist Chinese in Peking. 
Canada, clearly concerned about its big wheat ex­ 
port trade with Peking, refused to allow the Taiwanese 
to enter the country unless they agreed to drop the 
“ Republic of China” label and abandon their national 
Gag.

Prostate Trouble Not Hereditary 


Both my father and grand­ 
father had prostate operations. 
I am 35 and I ’m concerned that 
this will also happen to me. Is 
there any way that this can be 
prevented? 
Is 
there 
any 
relationship between sex and 
the development of prostate 
trouble? - Mr. H.R., S.D. 
Dear Mr. R.: 
There is no relationship 
between heredity and 
the 
development 
of 
prostate 
disorders. 
Many men past middle age 
have some enlargement of the 
prostate gland. It is probably 
coincidence, 
rather 
than 
heredity, that two members of 
your family have had this 
condition. 
There are some measures 
that men can take to prevent the 
progression of the enlargement 
of the prostate. The most im­ 
portant is a prostate examina­ 
tion as a regular part of a 
general physical examination. 
Only in this way can early 
evidences be discovered and 
early treatment be started. 
There is no relationship 
between normal sexual patterns 
and the eventual enlargement 
(rf the prostate gland. In some 
instances of sexual overin­ 
dulgence there may be tem­ 
porary enlargem ent of the 
prostate gland. 
Untreated 
infections are 
considered by some to be a 
factor 
in 
the 
eventual 


development of prostatic dif­ 
ficulty. 
There is enormous confusion 
about the prostate. One of the 
major misconceptions is that 
the prostate gland itself is 
responsible for the production 
of sperm. This is not true. The 
sperm is produced in the 
testicles and is carried in the 
fluid that is produced by the 
prostate. 
Any changes in the normal 
pattern of urination should be 
brought to the attention of the 
doctor. Frequency of urination 
and the inability to empty the 
bladder may be evidence of 
prostatic enlargement. 
With drugs and massage, the 
problem 
can 
usually 
be 
eliminated in younger men. 
To live in fear that you will 
inevitably 
have 
prostate 
problems does you an emotional 
injustice. Discuss this with your 
doctor now.

It is not unusual for declarer 
to find himself playing a con­ 
tract where there seems to be 
little or no chance to make it. 
But quite often, when 
this 
situation arises, declarer has an 
automatic advantage because 
he knows his position is hopeless 
and the defenders don’t. 
Here is a case of this sort 
where South is in three notrump 
and West leads a low diamond, 
East producing the queen. 
Declarer sees that if he wins the 


diamond and cashes the A-K of 
clubs he will have no way of 
getting back to his hand to cash 
his remaining clubs — if the 
defenders are smart enough to 
abandon the diamond suit. 
So, in an effort to make the 
contract, South ducks the queen 
of diamonds, hoping that East 
will continue the suit. When 
East does — and it’s hard to 
blame him for returning part­ 
ner’s suit — South scores the 
next nine tricks. He discards the 


t A-K of clubs from dummy on his 
A-K of diamonds, cashes six 
club tricks and the ace of 
spades, and that’s all there is to 
it. 
It is true that with sharper 
defense the opponents can do 
much better. If East leads a 
spade instead of a diamond at 
trick two — a play he would 
make if he saw all four hands — 
declarer would find himself 
fighting a losing battle. With 
perfect defense, South would go 
down two, losing two spades, 
three hearts and a diamond. 
But the fact is that in actual 
combat declarer is likely to 
make the contract if he ducks 
the queen of diamonds at trick 
one. He knows something about 
the hand that East does not 
know — that the contract 
theoretically cannot be made — 
and he trades upon this ad­ 
vantage by giving East a 
chance to go wrong.
